Eugene Fursov, Chuck Pilgrim, James Thomassen 
Jerry Schimmel presented his talk: 


Architecture and Exonumia of San Francisco’s Barbary Coast 
and Red Light Districts 1890-1920 

Jerry shared his extensive knowledge of San Francisco’s early bars, 
dance halls, and brothels. His presentation took the audience on a 
tour of San Francisco’s streets and neighborhoods in and around the 
Barbary Coast. He shared historic photos contrasted with the surviv- 
ing buildings today. Knowing where to look, one can still see the 
“cribs” and ornate architecture of former brothels. Traces of dance 
floors and fancy crown molding can still be seen in some historic 
buildings. Historic tokens from each of these locations recall the 
activities of the day. Some were slot machine tokens, others counters 
that allowed dance hall girls to account for their efforts in encourag- 
ing men to drink for the evening, some advertised upscale houses, 
and others are difficult to interpret their actual purpose. 

Many of these stories can be read in past issues of TAMS Journal 
and Jerry provided copies of them for the audience. Many of these 
received awards as the best article for the year it was published.

San Francisco Bay Area Post Card Club March Meeting: 
Creating the Panama Pacific International Exposition 


Join architectural historian Laura Ackley for the exciting story 
spanning the period from 1904, when department store magnate Ru- 
ben Brooks Hale first proposed a San Francisco world’s fair, to the 
gala opening day on February 20, 1915. 

To create the exposition, San Francisco had to surmount a variety 
of obstacles, any of which could have doomed the fair. The city 
needed to recover from the devastating 1906 earthquake and fire, 
defeat New Orleans in an intense Congressional battle, go through a 
contentious site selection process and finally construct the exposition 
on a site which was partly underwater at high tide. 

Ackley will present dramatic images of each phase of the exposi- 
tion’s creation, including stereoviews, official photographs, sou- 
venirs, magazine articles, telegrams, lantern slides and, of course, 
postcards.
